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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 and 15-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art fails to teach delays in each repeating transceiver 

being calculated to cause a desired alignment in time of arrival of such re-transmitted 

wireless signals at a destination receiver, as cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 15, the prior art fails to teach a wireless repeater dynamically 

adjusts delay to re-transmitted signal depend on the intended routing of such signal, as 

cited in the claim. 

Regarding claim 16, the prior art fails to teach in repeating transceiver, delaying 
each of said plurality of wireless signals by a separately predetermined delay to produce 
a set of delayed and combing said delayed wireless signal into a reconstituted wireless 
signal and re-transmitting said reconstituted wireless signal, as cited in the claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
